1. Onl February 1951, a Soviet construction detail, equipped with truck 

was stringing a field cabl: west of Cottbus. The cabie, approxi- 
nately 7 mm in diameter, was strung on the poles of the civil communication 
line md terminated at a one-story brick building on the eastern edge of the 
airfield. Several lines led from the brick building to a distribution mast 
in the north and from there beyond the road eastward. The cable was strung 
westward as far as a building in KXolkwitg which was occupied by three Soviet

A 
cable, similar vo the jerman Llonz-distance field cable (PFK), was seen along 
the road beyond Kolkwitz as far as Stroebitea. 
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tHe onment. The presence of this radio installation is reported far the 
irst time. The tyne and location reported indicates that it may be a 
landins beacon. As on fighter airfields, the beacon is located in the 
extension of the runway, i, ,000 meters fron the beginning of the runway. It 
is believed that a second landin: beacon is located between the airfield and 
the beacon observed.
